At about this same 
tdatSi^ Fair fast County offlGlals indicated that they could overcome satisfac- 
torily the obstacles involving water and sowerage faQiliiies which hwl ba^wa 
prsviaualy anticipated in connection with the J^aagley site. In addition, 
the Oauaty Board of Supervisors extended an invitation to us to occupy this 
site. The Planning Co^ission of ?’alrfsx bounty formally exproased to the 
County Board of Suporvlsoro the desirability of oar locating at ■.aagley and 
their Ohalrasoi stated tt«t in this eapresaloa tl» Cosailsaicn felt that they 
bed correctly e^r'cssed the sentiment of the 'overwhelming majority of fair** 
fax Coaaty residents. .Blaailar l»vltati<»3s were receivad fre® the Fairfax 
County Chaa^r of Coaaiarcs , representing more than members without die- 
smt, tl» HcLeen Buslnaas Associstidn, and the Crest falls Craage So. 733 
with a wemberthip of 2h2, and many others. We are aware of the fact and 
sstural!^ tmderstsnd the feelinge of soae of the resldants of the !e«fley 
tret who feel that the cosperativs seolusioa of their comaanlty sight be Ish 
paired by our locating there. Ifewsver, there saess to be no creation but 
ttuit with the exception of this very smnll sdaorlty fhirfax County would 
idaoleheaod^edly wslce^ the Csotral Intelligence Agency, fbr these ressoas 
vt rsqanated the Congress to imend our origiatl pippossl so as to provide 
top the extension of the Oeerge ^^aahlagton Kcmorlal Parkway if tha langley 
sits should be finally selected. Cor respoadenae with the Fairfax County 
Board and others with respect to this satter is attached as TAB S.
